We Live Alone. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 
Washington, D. C., April 26.—[Spe- 
cial.J—Is there one universe or a mil- 
lion? Are the great unmeasured nebu- 
lz, of which the world is but an atom, 
one big unit, or is there a league of 


universes, each independent of the 
other? 


Undisturbed by the problems of re: 
construction, heedless of the league of 
nations war between the president of 
the United States and the senate, 
whether overalls will accomplish the 
undoing of high prices, whether Amer. 
aca Bhall become mandatory for Ar- 
menia, and like pregnant issues of the 
earthly hour, the National Academy of 
Sciences, in session here today, lis- 
tened to a learned debate on the di- 
mensions of the universe. 


Division of Opinion. 

_After the discussion it appeared that 
the as8embled astronomers were split 
into two factions on the question 
whether there is one universe the di- 
mensions of which tax human compre- 
hension or’a million or more universes, 
the extent of which in space simply 
Staggers the finite imagination. 

On the one side are ranged the sup- 


Lick odservatory, who defended. the old 
theory that our. universe is one of 
many universes, a theory until recent- 
ly generally accepted by astronomers. 
On the other side appeared the fol. 
lowing of Dr. Harlow Shapley of the 
Mount Wilson solar observatory who, 
in an exhaustive discourse replete with 
terms of the higher and highest calcu:

porters of Dr. Heber D. Curtis of the} i 
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lus, sought to demonstrate that there 


ten times larger than hitherto con- 
ceived by the wildest astronomical cal- 
culation. 
Just a Small Affair. 

Dr. Curtis elicited new observations 
and ealculations in support of the old 
line astronomers in holding that our 
universe is a comparatively small af- 
fair. Our galaxy of stars, the milkly 
way, he said, is less than 30,000 light 
ygars in diameter and unquestionably 
not more than 3,000 light years in 
thickness. For the benefit of tle laity 
it is explained that according to these 
estimates light traveling 186,000 miles 
a second would require 30,000 years to 
traverse the diameter and 3,000 years 
to penetrate the depth of the milky 
way. 3 
In the confines of this comparatively 
cramped universe Dr. Curtis touched 
off a series of pyrotechnic displays of 
cosines and tangents demonstrating to 
the satisfaction of his partisans his 
conception of a league of universes, 
leaving the laity to speculate on the 
question whether our universe belongs 
te a major, minor, or bush league in 
the cosmic game. | 
“In this space,” said Dr. Curtis, 
“are distributed practically all the 
stars, the planetary and the diffused 
nebulz, and the star clusters. The 
spirals, composed of myriads of stars, 
a class apart from all galactic objects 
in space velocity and space distribu- 
tion, are regarded as individual gal- 
axies or island universes, comparable 
with our own galaxy in formand size 
and in the number of eomponent 
stars.” 

Dr. Shapley’s Contention. 
Then Dr. Shapley came to bat with 
his theory of one big universe, which 
he did not attempt to bound. He be- 
gan by postulating a galaxy of stars 
ten times greater than any conceived 
by Dr. Curtis. He descanted upon

WARNS BRITAIN 
IRISH REPUBLIC 


Cecil Denounces Present 
Rule. 


. LONDON, April 26.—in the house of 

commans tonight, Lord Rebert Cecil 
condemned the Irish administration. 
He sald the situation in Ireland was 
graver than for centuries. Sixteen 
murders were committed in the first 
three weeks of April, and during the 
last week there was one murder daily. 

No arrésts had Been made; no one. 
had been punished, and there was no 
protection for the publie against vie~ 
lence. The government, he declared, 
had shown serious vacillation and want 
of resource. If convictions could not 
be obtained under the existing law the 
law must be altered, and _ soldiers 
should be used to protect the police. 

The viceroy should not be a soldier 
unless he had very special administra- 
tive capacities. Unless the  govern- 
ment proved its capacity to govern, 
the country would drift through an- 
archy and humiliation to an Irish re- 
public. 
Begin New Hunger Strike. 

One hundred and seventy-nine Sinn 
Feiners are interned in Wormwood 
Secrubbs prison, according to a state- 
ment made in the house of commons 
today by the home se¢retary, Edward 
Shortt, and all but five are on hunger 
strike.

KING 


Treasure Found. 


Mrs. Ida May Needham of 5634 
Wayne avenue last night sobbed out 
the story of hef strange romancé with 
James J. Harrigan, the burglar king, 
who, under the alias of Harry J. 
James, was killed in a revolver battle 
Sunday night at Town an police sta- 
tion. 
She had identified his body in thé 
morgue of Alexian Brothers’ hospital, 
where it had lain all day, to be viewed 
by his numberless victims. Over at 
the station thé same victims had 
scanned the $100,000 exhibit of jewelry, 
antiques, furs, clothing, oriental rugs, 
and automobile accessories, which the 
police had hauled away in three trucks 
from Harrigan’s bodty warehouse at 
2214 North Clark street. | 


Finds “The Dose Book.” 
It was while Mrg. Needham was tell- 
ing of her expern.rce with Harrigan 
that the police made another important 
discovery. In his mahogany desk were 
found cocaine, morphine, and heroin, 
together with several hypodermic out- 
In another part of the desk was 
found a small, well-thumbed vest 
pocket beok. labeled. The Dese Book.’’ 
This contained hundreds of scientific 
prescriptions of all known drug com- 
pounds. Speculation on this point pro- 
jected the theory that Harrigan, close- 
ly studying the uses and effects of 
drugs of all kinds, was about to enter 
upon the use of them in his burglarious 
enterprises. Another theory was that 
he was himself a “dope” user, a com- 
mon addiction of clever criminals. 
Shocked and Amazed. 
“To think that a man like Harrigan 
should meet a death like this,” Mrs. 
Needham cried hysterically, as an at- 
tendant nurse turned back the sheet 
at the hospital's morgue and disclosed 
the burglar’s features. 
like a dog that had no friend in the 
wrold. O God! So fine, so honorable 
a man—as I knew him!” 
Then she collapsed in the arms of 
Detective Sergeants Michael Neary and 
Michael Vaughan of the buréau, who 
half carried her to her automobile. It 
was several minutes before she recov- 
ered: sufficiently to drive it. 
She is a comely woman, about 40 
years old. Her husband, John L. Need- 
ham, a mechanical engineer, died in 
April, 1918. He bequeathed her the 
two flat building in which she lives 
in Wayne avenue, two other parcels of 
realty, and life insurance. She is said 
to possess $50,000. 
} She Tells Her Story. 
“When John died I was lonesome,” 
she said. “I decided to sublet my flat. 
I advertised, and a woman from Wash- 
ington, D. C., rented half of it. Mr,, 
Harrigan also answered the ad. I de- 
cided, inasmuch as there were other 
people in the apartment, he could have 
a room. 
“You see, he had such a wonderful 
smile. Lord knows, in my hours of 
sadness I hadn’t seen any one smile 
like that—not since John died. And it 
cheered me so. And tidy. My! Mr. 
Harrigan’s room was like a bandbox. 
It seamed impossible that a man like 
he was around the house could be a 
thief.” 
His Mysterious Absences. 
Then came the first of the man’s

The police believe otherwise, though 
they are satisfied Mrs. Needham had| 
no knowledge of or connection with 
Harrigan’s career. The elaborate care 
with which the warehouse and head- 
quarters used by Harrigan at 2214 
North Clark street had been planned 
convinces them that only a man long 
familiar with criminal activities could 
have directed its construction. 


Had Elaborate Equipment. 

Every convenience for prosecuting 
the trade of burglary on a large scale 
is included in its equipment. On the 
first floor, the room fronting on Clark 
street is equipped as an office, with 
the added luxury of a talking machine. 
There also was a Massive roll top desk 
in which was found a bottle of mor- 
phine tablets, indicating Harrigan used 
drugs. 

A door from that room leads into 
another room, which was fitted as an 
expert mechanic’s workshop, complete 
welding outfit, and complement of tools 
and work bench. This was used partly 
for the removal of identification marks 
from automobile engines and remaking 
them, the police believe. 

A third room on the first floor, in the 
extreme rear, contained tanks. 
This room fronts on Sedgwick street, 
and has a large door. It was at this 
entrance that neighbors used to see 
trucks drive up and discharge strange 
loads at all hours of the night.

Not only is the disease impor- 
tant of itself but it frequently leads 
to heart disease and heart disease is 
now our most fatal malady. 
made by Lambert in Bellevue hospital 
indicates that rheumatic fever during 
four years was one and a half times as 
prevalent during March, April, and May 
as during June, July, and August, twice 
as prevalent as during December, Janu- 
ary, and February,

This is almost enough to establish that 
rheumatism is a seasonal disease to 
about the same extent that typhoid, 
pneumonia, measles, and smallpox are, 
By rheumatic fever is meant the old 
fashioned rheumatism—the kind for 
which our forefathers carried in their 
pockets buckeyes ard Irish potatoes. 


According to Edwards one-eighth of 
the cases are preceded by tonsillitis, Ed- 
wards wrote before great attention had 
been concentrated on the tonsils, gums, 
and teeth. Looking at the tonsils and 
teeth more closely as they do at fhe 
present time the cause is much more 
frequently located in the. mouth. Our

the cavities in their teeth. 


Rheumatism is characterized by fever, 


profuse sweats, and pain and swelling 
in one or more large joints. The dispo- 
sition of the disease to jump from one 
joint to another is well recognized. In 
fact the rheumatics themselves are sus- 
picious of any inflammation which sticks 
to one joint. It is much more liable to 
be something besides rheumatism. 

An acute attack of rheumatism com- 
lasts about four weeks. The 
fever having subsided the man is some- 
what lame for several months. He is 
lucky df a careful examination of his 
heart made at this time does not show 
that the disease has affected his heart. 


To prevent the disease a person who 
is subject to rheumatism should have 
his teeth cleaned and polished at least 


‘once during this rheumatic season. If 


he has tonsil trouble he should have 
them removed or at least cleaned up 
and massaged. If he has chronic sup- 
puration in his nasal sinuses or ¢lse- 
where he will do well to give it proper 
attention. |

Attention should 
be paid fo the diet. Some carbuncles are 
lanced and some excised and the cavity treat- 
ed with carbolic acid or iodine.

star spirals “as presumably inter- 
galactic objects of nebular construc- 
tion—that is, a part of the grand sys- 
tem and not individual galaxies or 
other universes.” 

The nearest star is our own, and be- 
yond that space is occupied by 3,000,- 
000,000 stars, more or less, probably 
more, Dr. Shapley thought, and he 
estimated that it would take light 
about 300,000 eyars to travel this vast 
area. 2 

Dr. Shapley’s deductions as to much 
greater dimensions for our galaxy of 
stars depend mainly upon the great dis- 
tances he has derived for the globular 
clusters. These objects, nearly invisi- 
ble to the naked eye, appear in the tele. 
scope as swarmilike clusters of hun- 
dreds of thousands of stars whose ap- 
parent distribution shows incontrover- 
tibly that they are glactic phenomena. 


Getting a Line on Nebulae. 


These great distamces for the star 
clusters, in their turn, are based 
upon comparisons between the so-called 
Cepheid variables in the clusters and. 
those in our galaxy. This class of 
variable stars was named because of a 
typical one in constellation 
(‘epheus.. 

Dr. Shapley finds that the Cepheld 
stars go through their course of varita- 
tion in a time definitely related to thetr 
+ize. Thus, if one observes this periodic 
time the absolute brightness becomes 
known..

Young Men Scek Better Jobs, 


The result of the low compensation

filing cabinets of stations, lines, gnd 
routes, stick along and wrestle with’ 
high cost as best they can. 7 
Postal service is reduced in speed and 
efficiency; business, commerce, indus- 
try, and personal correspondence are 
all losers.

Figures galore have been presented 


to congress on the financial status of

In Chicago there are 815 rallway mail 
Of these, more than one-half 
are in the lowest grade, getting $1,300 
& year. Only eighteen are in superior 
positions paying from $1,850 to $2,125 
& year, and these are men whose life- 
time has been spent in tHe service. 
They run the great terminals in which 
the mail is sorted. For example, one 
expert in charge of 280 clerks is getting 
$2,125 a year. | 

The majority of the men in the entire 
service in the country are in the classes 


ing before they could enter and have 
kept up their studies ever since for 
an hour and a half a day, that being 
the average time, according to postal 
officials, which the clerks must spend 
to keep up with the cards. In six 
years the pay of these grades has ad- 
vanced about 25 per cent. 


Official Tells Conditions. 

Here is what one official of the Rail- 
way Mail association said yesterday: 

“The result is that we are not get- 
ting the high grade men we formerly 
did, such as school teachers, farmers, 
railroad office employés. This has led 
to a reduction in the tests. Formerly 
when a clerk failed in his examinations 
two times he was reduced in grade. 
The third time he failed he was dis- 
missed. In those days they had large 
states like Illinois with 2,700 offices. 
Pnnsylvania with over 4,000, at one 
examination, and very seldom a clerk 
failed to pass on a grade of less than 
90. Often he made a grade of 100. 

“The caliber of those now entering 
is such that clerk after clerk fails three 
to six times, regardless of the fact that 
states have been divided into sections 
so that only 300 cards were handled at 
one examination, a card representing 
a postoffice. That’s one reason why 
maiis are slow.

Mulching with straw protects the 
plants during the winter, conserves 
moisture, and smothers weeds in the 
spring and summer, and keeps the 
berries clean during the fruiting sea- 
son. When the mulch is left on the 
ground in the summer, which is usual- 
ly advisable, the material immediately 
around the plants should be opened 
sufficiently so that growth will not be 
interfered with. 

By keeping the straw or other mulch- 


the base of the plants the berries are 
not covered with soil by beating rains, 
and the moisture in the soil does not 
evaporate so readily. 
Good crops of berries are secured 
without any cultivation ff the straw 
mulch is handled carefully and left 
on the ground during the growing and 
fruiting season. However, cultivation 
is often advisable, and is necessary 
where there is a heavy crop of weeds 
to fight. Furthermore, stirring of the 
ground is frequently resorted to when 
there is a lack of rain. 
The mulch is sometimes objected to 


replacing the straw covering when cul- 
tivation is found necessary. This ex- 
pense is avoided in some cases by 
raking the straw away from the plants 
toward the middle of the row and stir-: 
ring a narrow strip where the plants. 
are set. 

In small strawberry beds, such as 
those in the average home garden, the 
mulching material may be completely 
removed and replaced after cultivation. 
A common plan is to remove the straw 
from the first row completely, and the 
soil is stirred with a hoe or hand cultl- 
vator. Then the material from the 
next row is placed on the first row, 
and the cultivation is done in the same 
way. Do not till the soil while the 
plants are in bloom, as the dust inter- 
feres with pollination. 

The ground should be cultivated care 
fully to a depth of two and a half or 
three inches in the spring. This is 
necessary to keep down the weeds and 
grass and to save the moisture. An 
abundance of moisture is needed by 
the plants while the berries are form- 


ing and ripening.

‘Makes “Il Trovatore” 


a Miracle of Jazz}

A “great and phenomenal artist 
was heard in Chicago last night for the 
first time. We know he was “great 
and phenomenal,” for the billboards 
told us so. And billboards never lie. 
His name is Amadeo Cherubini, his 
title is Cavalier, and he is “the only 
man possessing mezzo soprano 
voice "—again the-billboard is quoted. 

He was heard in a performance of 
“Tl Trovatore” given in the 
Empire theater on West Madison 
street by an organization called the 
New York Grand Opera company. 
Cavalier Cherubini appeared as Azu- 
cena, the aged gypsy, who causes all 
the trouble, or at least most of it, in 
the tragic story Verdi has perpetuated 
by linking it with his melody crowded 


L- 


The music is written for mezzo so0- 
prano, and the Cavalier exploited his 
powers in the second act. What he 
did later in the performance we did 
not remain to see. Vocally he is the 
best jazz artist long years of concert 
and opera hearing have brought to no- 
tice. 

A trombone at its jazziest and in the 
hands of a master jazzist is gentle, 
virginal and direct as a woodland pipe 
compared to him when he goes for a 
high tone. He seems to assemble, col- 
lect and concentrate al] the mezzo so 
pranoism that his anatomy will gener- 
ate and contain, and with one mighty 
swoop explode the whole of it forth into 
circumambient space. 

Anything more startling, anything 
more astoundingly tonal, anything 
more terrifying vocal never has been 
met with on the operatic stage or off 
And some surprising things have 
been encountered here in days past 
and gone, 

Hearing him mezzo soprano the sec- 
ond act of “Trovatore” proves the 
billboard a truthful billboard in its 
declaration that he is “great and 
phenomenal” and makes peculiarly 
gracious the assurance that he is abso- 
lutely the only one his kind. 


There probably could be a worse 
performance of “Il Trovatore,” but if 
any such ever were achieved it would 
be magnificent.
